The Examiner maintains that TASM3 discloses high-level language definitions of a data structure in the assembly language source 
program. In the example referenced ("EXTRN C Flag: word"), "C" is used to indicate the high-level C programming language as the 
format of the externally referenced code. The EXTRN directive is used within the assembly language source program to specify a 
definition (a data label and a corresponding reference or value for that data label) of the C language data structure "Flag". 

Further, the Examiner asserts that in the example referenced ("EXTRN C Flag:word"), "word" is a memory allocation directive, 
indicating that a word of memory (typically defined as the bit width of the data bus, 16 bits in Turbo Assembler® 3.0 definitions) should 
be allocated. The Examiner maintains that these directives are parsed, processed, and replaced by the assembler/linker.. 
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
